Econom ic w riter Sylvia Porter has taken 
the initiative in pointing ahead to a pull-out 
early next y ea r from a recession that will 
not become appreciably worse than it is now 
She thinks the 1960 recession m ay go down 
in history as “ am ong the gentlest, shallow ­ 
est of m odern tim es ” And one of the rea­ 
sons for this, she believes, is that consum ­ 
ers have not been panicked 


This is not the only reason and probably 
not the m ain reason, as Miss Porter sees it 
But as those of us who do not profess to 
be able to d elve into econom ics and pull out 
right answ ers think of it, this is an extrem e­ 
ly important reason 
lf A m ericans as a whole had been in a 
mood to yield to econom ic panic, the things 
being said by the candidates of the party 
out of power before Election Day would have 
pushed the country over the brink 
lf panic 
had 
been the prevailing 
mood 
before E lection D ay, they wouldn't still be 
counting v otes; there would be no room for 
doubt 
about 
Sen 
Kennedy's 
election 
It 
would have been another 1932 
V ice P resi­ 
dent Nixon and the Republicans would have 
been loaded with blam e for everything ob­ 
jectionable 
about 
econom ic conditions 
and 
driven into the wilderness the w ay Herbert 
Hoover w as m ade the scapegoat 28 years 
ago. 


IT SEEM S LIKELY the Am erican people 
are not as susceptible as they on ce w ere 
to the shrill cry of econom ic panic. They 
dislike job lessn ess and shutdowns, but they 
are not as gullible as they used to be about 
the spiel of the political blackm ailers who 
blam e everyth in g on the man in the White 
House 
They don’t think the explanation is 
that easy. 
Farm ers surprised everybody this year by 
not voting again st Secretary of A griculture 
Benson, who w a s believed to be a political 
liability b eca u se farm ers w ere assum ed to 
be in a m ood to blackm ail the Eisenhow er 
adm inistration 
over their grievances

it appear that the country had gone into a 
tailspin.

No U.S. Super-Secretary 
anted 


It is understandable why President E isen ­ 
hower b eliev es a super-secretary w ith rank 
above Cabinet officers would be a valuable 
addition to 
the 
federal 
governm ent, 
He 
tried it. 


But Mr 
Eisenhow er can understand why 
the rest of us are as cold to the idea as the 
official staff report of the Senate subcom ­ 
m ittee on national policy m achinery, which 
had been discu ssin g the possibility 


The staff report declares that only a p res­ 
ident can take the responsibility that would 
be delegated to a super-secretary, who would 
be a kind of ch ief executive officer serving 
under the president 
The objection that com es to the m ind of 
most of us is based on som ething that hap­ 
pened during the Eisenhower y ea rs in the 
White House 


SHERMAN ADAMS, assistant to the P res­ 
ident. becam e the prim e target of the D em ­ 
ocratic opposition and one (of the m ost con­ 
troversial W hite House officials am ong R e­ 
publicans It w a s no surprise when his polit­ 
ical opponents finally brought him down and 
forced his resignation 
He had b ecom e the 
best way to get at Mr 
Eisenhow er, who 
was too big gam e for them to tackle 
Mr 
E isenhow er’* other important d elega­ 
tion of authority w as to John F oster D ulles, 
secretary of state 
Mr 
Dulles alw ays went 
to great pains to say he had consulted with 
the President and that his view s w ere shared 
by the P resident, but there were tim es when 
the dynam ic and strongly opinionated head 
of the D epartm ent of State put his chief into 
positions that 
drew needless and 
harm ful 
fire on the W hite House 
Thus. Mr D ulles, became one of the m ost 
controversial 
and caricatured m em bers of 
the Eisenhow er administration because he, 
like Mr. A dam s, tempted attacks by oppon­ 
ents who would not have dared to attack the 
President, h im self. 


THIS DOES NOT MEAN a chief executive 
should not seek and have assistan ce It m eans 
only that his assistants should not draw pot­ 
shots from the chief execu tive’s opponents 
They should be privy councilors, not front­ 
line battlers in the partisan w ars—and cer­ 
tainly not sharers of delegated W’h ite House 
authority. 
All presidents have had 
assistants 
Mr 
Eisenhow er, him self, has had one in par­ 
ticular whose counsel w as invaluable but nev­ 
er drew fire—his own brother. Milton 
Wil­ 
liam M cKinley had an extraordinary one— 
G eorge B 
Cortelyou 
Woodrow Wilson 
had 
Col 
House 
H erbert Hoover had his “kitch­ 
en cabinet ” Franklin R oosevelt had 
Louis 
Howe and. later. Harry Hopkins 
But an official super-secretary would be a 
target, not a councilor 
There can be only 
one chief executive—only one “ highest re­ 
sponsible” person.

hen the bill for statehood passed, members of Alaska's delegation in Washington 


retired to the Senate chapel for " a prayer of Thanksgiving; a humble supplication for 
the successful voyage of the newly-launched ship of state." 


Long before statehood was dream ed of, religious faith played its role in the 


Northlcnd. In 1796 Empress Catherine of Russia, which ruled Alaska then, dispatched 


missionaries there. After the American purchase of the territory in 1867, a Presbyterian 
clergyman established the first native mission in Alaska. 


Today, churches of all major denominations are found in the bigger cities, ond 
missionary boats tie up at logging and fishing camps. Ministers cover their vast parishes 


by plane or do g sled. There are Indian and Eskimo preachers, and the Bible has been 


translated into native dialects. And 3C0 miles above the Arctic Circle, a native preacher 
conducts services.

THIRD, the United Nations, by 
a vote of 33-24, affirm ed the posi­ 
tion taken by the United States 
and the W estern governm ents in 
giving a seat to President K asa­ 
vubu as the authorized representa­ 
tive of the Congo governm ent The 
24 negative votes included all the 
Com munist states and som e of their 
“ neutralist’’ stooges 
There w ere 19 abstentions, which 
m eans that certain governm ents 
felt it politic not to offend either 
the West or the E ast. 
Now the 53-24 vote of last week 
Is not unlike that which occurred 
in the United Nations several w eeks 
ago, only to be seized upon by Sen. 
Kennedy 
a n d 
other 
cam paign 
speakers 
as 
evidence 
that 
the 
United States w as slipping. The 
truth is that Am erican still is able 
to get a m ajority to maintain the 
p restige of the United Nations as 
an instrument of world peace. 
Everybody in governm ent rea­ 


lizes that the Congo presents one 
of the most tangled problems that 
has ever faced the United Nations 
and there is an inclination to be 
tolerant and patient as the fac­ 
tional strife in Leopoldville con­ 
tinues. 


The U N had to recognize some 
governm ent and it chose that of 
President 
K asavubu 
because 
he 
w as legally elected and also gives 
prom ise of 
trying 
to 
get some 
sem blance of order. 


Behind te scen es, the Commu­ 
nists have been 
engineering the 
m ischievous acts of Patrice Lu­ 
mumba. D isorders have occurred 
in the Congo and even U N. per­ 
sonnel had been attached but there 
was no way out of the dilemma 
for the U.N. excep t to recognize 
a governm ent and hold it account­ 
able. 


NOT EVERYTHING, of course, 
that is happening on the interna­ 
tional scene is favorable. 


The U.S. secretary of the treas­ 
ury, Robert Anderson, has been 
trying tc 
get the governm ent of 
West Germ any to bear much of 
the expense of the Am erican army 
stationed t h e r e . Naturally, the 
Bonn governm ent, in the first of a 
series of conferences on this auh- 
ject, could not appear to be ready 
to hand out m illions of dollars to 
cover m ilitary exp en ses of allied 
arm ies without 
encouraging oth­ 
ers, among them the British, to 
ask for sim ilar paym ents. 


It isn’t going to be an easy prob­ 
lem to resolve. After m any years 
of footing the bill for the protec­ 
tion of West G erm any, the United 
States finds itself caught in an 
unfavorable balance of payments 
which in turn affects the price of 
gold in world m arkets. 


Secretary Anderson is one of the 
ablest secretaries of the treasury 
the United S tates has ever had it 
would be a ten-strike if Sen Ken­ 
nedy could prevail upon him to 
stay on a year or two while a new 
under secretary is trained to take 
over. 
Mr Anderson is from Texas and 
has been a D em ocrat m ost of his 
life 
He is a close friend of Vice 
President-Elect 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
and of House Speaker Rayburn. 
In a quiet w ay, he has main­ 
tained 
satisfactory 
relations 
be­ 
tween the Republican administra­ 
tion and the Dem ocratic-controlled 
House and Senate 
The problem of stopping the out­ 
flow of gold is one of the most 
serious of all the international tasks 
that confront the new administra­ 
tion and on its handling m ay in­ 
deed, depend the future of Ameri­ 
can prestige abroad, especially in 
the financial and m onetary field.

Lying 
near the body was a .12-gauge 
shotgun. There was no note.

been 
despondent 
since he shot and wounded Roger 
Hearrell, 17, of Austintown, at the 
reservoir on Nov. 14. 
The patrolman said he fired a 
warning shot when the youth, who 
was in a boat on the reservoir, 
failed to heed his order to come 
to shore. He told police he fired a 
second shot in self defense, wound­ 
ing 
Hearrell, 
when

reached into the boat as if to 
grab a gun. 
Hearrell, wounded in the arm, 
chest and face, is reported in fair 
condition at South Side Hospital 
here. 
His father filed a charge of as­ 
sault with intent to kill against 
Ressler, who was bound over to 
the grand jury 
Ressler charged the youth with 
trespassing, 
hunting 
without 
a 
1960 license, resisting arrest and 
appropriating and using a boat 
not his own 
The patrolman had worked for 
the Meander Reservoir for eight 
years.

Citing a mythical case based on 
a home worth $12,000 with $10,000 
insurance base and with a tax val­ 
uation of $5,000, Cooper pointed out 
the cost of all services, including 
tax es, fire insurance, househol<f in­ 
surance, fire and police protection, 
water and .sewage, would be $217 - 
25 for city residents, $232.85 or 
$247.70 in Liverpool Township, and

A t last we've come to that utopia where we can do ourselves a lot 


A 
n eight-year-old boy, who ordinarily enjoys 
i school and play, sat quietly at the window 
one Sunday afternoon. Suddenly his mother inter­ 
rupted his reverie with a sharp, discordant, “Don’t 
just sit there, Billy. Do something!” 
This cry—“Do something!”—is the injunction 
not only of one mother but of our entire civiliza­ 
tion. For although most of us are prepared to take 
our work seriously, we are not equally ready to 
take our play playfully. Nor are we ready to accept 
leisure as an equal partner with work in the over­ 
all pattern of living. 
Yet in this pattern, work and leisure go hand- 
in-hand. The very epitome of leisure, for instance, 
is sleep. And without renewing and refreshing 
yourself with sleep, you cannot work the next day. 
Nor is sleep mere idleness. During these hours 
much goes on within, and problems that have gone 
unsolved by day are often solved in sleep. 
So, too, is it with waking leisure, which, if it is 
true leisure, becomes a time of refreshment, of 
renewal, and of the fruition of ideas begun and 
struggled over in work. 
Just having free time, however, does not assure 
your leisure any more than a doctor can assure 
peace of mind by giving a patient a tranquilizer. 
Though we can prescribe leisure time, we cannot 
prescribe leisure. ThougK we recommend a vaca­ 
tion or a weekend, we cannot keep that vacation 
from being vacant or that weekend front being lost. 
Only you yourself can do that. And you can do 
it best by trying to avoid these seven deadly sins 
against true leisure. 


Sin One— Compulsive Competition 


This sin comes when you’re all set for that won­ 
derful weekend of complete relaxation. Perhaps 
you plan to improve your canasta, your bridge, 
your swimming, or your golf. Whatever it is, you 
are ready for a little competition in the spirit of 
play and good fellowship. Playfully, you are pre­ 
pared to vie with friends in: “Who can do this or 
that the best?” or “Who can run the fastest?” or 
“Who can climb the highest?” 
Suddenly, however, you find that you are trying 
too intensely to break 100 on the golf course. Your 
nerves have become taut, your feelings anxious. 
Unhealthily, you have exchanged a natural inclina­ 
tion to improve and express yourself for a com­ 
pulsive need to prove yourself. 
Competition to prove yourself is a betrayal of 
the very spirit of true leisure. For once you show 


in your play that you must prove something about 
yourself, you betray chinks in the armor of your 
confidence. And while competition in the spirit of 
play is a wise, insight-giving restorative, competi­ 
tion to prove yourself completely violates and 
destroys true leisure. 


Sin Two— ^The Search for Status 
and Approval 


You may be the sort of person who lives for the 
approval of others. Instead of being ‘T”-minded, 
you are “they”-minded so that your whole life is 
devoted to what “they” think about you and what 
“they” say about you. 
If you are a “they”-minded person, you will not 
only want other persons to like you and to be 
popular—as we all do, more or less—^but you will 
also feel that they must like you and that you 
must be popular at all costs! Then, too, being 
“they”-minded, you will be ambitious. Your goals, 
however, will not be set because you want to do 
better but only because you feel that you ought to. 
As Ogden Nash puts this universal dilemma, 
“Modern man is suffering from hardening of the 
oughteries.” 
Under such compulsion, a person subordinates 
all his leisure time, as well as all his working time, 
to the aggrandizement of some external authority. 
His life consists solely of rendering unto Caesar 
that which is Caesar’s, or else in rebelling against 
Caesar. But having no ears for his own inner self, 
he is inwardly dead. 
Hi* cure lies in freeing himself from the tyranny 
of the shouids and the domination of the oughts. 
The cure also Ties in relaxing his compulsive drives 
so that he can at last find himself. But to find him­ 
self he must first open his heart and mind to 
intuitions and inspirations both from without and 
from within. 


Sin Three— The Loss of Play for 
Play’s Sake 
You’ll have to plead guilty to this sin when you 
find that you pervert a walk in the woods into a 
means of keeping your waistline down; a game 
of golf into a business conference; or an hour in 
the hammock into a conference about annuities, 
retirement plans, or even the need for a new lawn 
mower or the like. 
Accepting play for play’s sake in the spirit of 
true leisure, you will find that a walk in the woods, 
a game of golf, or a swing in the hammock should 
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be ends in themselves—as free from intruding 
seriousness as a session of Congress should be from 
throwing of confetti. 
To find your true leisure, accept play for play’s 
sake. But doing so, recognize that you can have 
a healthy mind in a healthy body only if you will 
let yourself loll for lolling’s sake, contemplate 
beauty for beauty’s sake, art for art’s sake and, 
most important, life for life’s sake. 


Sin Four— Underrating Contemplation 
If you are one of the doers of the world and 
have no use for the thinkers, this sin applies to 
you. It also applies to you if you run from medita­ 
tion as from a pang of conscience. 
True leisure can, in fact, take place only when 
you allow yourself the freedom of meditation. Al 
such times, in the words of Van Dyke, “The 
spiritual 
unbidden 
and 
unconscious 
rise 
up 
through the common.” For, when you are willing 
to relax and to let come what will, you have the 
opportunity to come face to face with yourself. 
You have to be willing to live some of your life 
in your inner world. You will find that you will 
have to rediscover in yourself the child who can 
respond with fresh vision to the world without and 
within. Discovering “thine own self” and the child 
you are, you will bring to your life beauty, the 
capacity for marveling, and an inner activity that 
will enrich your existence. 


Sin Five— Denial of Creativity 
Are you perhaps abusing your leisure by com­ 
mitting this fifth sin—this denial of creativity, 
which, in a sense, is the result of the four pre­ 
ceding sins? Your answer is important, for what­ 
ever your work, it requires at least a little of the 
creativity that only leisure can foster. 
The plain truth is that the sudden grasp, the 
ecstasy of being able to say, “Oh, now I’ve got it,” 
occurs not during moments of striving to get it, 
but rather w'hen you have relaxed your efforts. 
So, too, does high achievement take place with 
seeming spontaneity. 
Archimedes was in his bathtub, Newton under 
the apple tree when they acquired sudden and 
profound insights into work that had been absorb­ 
ing them for years. Poincare experienced his mo­ 
ment of revelation and made his most profound 
mathematical discovery when he was stepping 
onto a streetcar. 
Yes, both from my work with patients and from 
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which, in a sense, is the result of the four pre­ 
ceding sins? Your answer is im portant, for w hat­ 
ever your work, it requires at least a little of the

But 
why are you seeking this novelty? 
The answer is that you have become jaded. As a 
defense, you have developed a stiff upper lip; you 
have kept busy and you have allowed yourself, or 
perhaps even forced yourself, to become insensi­ 
tive. Only through overstimulation can you come 
alive at all. 
Or perhaps you misuse leisure time to escape 
from life and responsibilities. As long as the tele­ 
vision set, for instance, is going full blast, the 
entire family is silent and absorbed. But the mo­ 
ment the show is over, the return to reality comes 
hard and the family may begin to fuss and quarrel. 
Had they been at work, or at true leisure, they 
could have avoided this painful return to reality 
because then they never would have lost reality 
in the first place. 


Sin Seven— Leisure is W icked
